three or four weeks ago Servia signed 
a concordat with the Vatican. 
Both

It is idle 
to discountenance war. 
So long as 
people the world over value certain 
things more than they value life, they 
will die for the things they value.

Better talk about abol­ 
ishing the causes of war, and the 
greatest cause is that people in their 
idealism do value many things more 
than they value life.”

bered very well the feelings of the 
people then, and it was precisely the 
same; sort of war feeling that is sc 
evident here now’.

Mr. Sangree was one of Sedalia’s 
oldest practicing lawyers, and for a 
period of thirty years was a member 
of the law firm of Sangree & Lamm. 
This was from 1875 to 1905, at which 
time Judge Lamm entered on his du­ 
ties as a member 
of 
the 
s-upreme 
court bench, where he now ie chief 
justice. 
Since that time the style of the law 
firm has been Sangree & Bolding, blit 
in the past few’ years, on account of 
failing health, Mr. Sangree bad not 
been able to devote his time to law’ 
practice. 
Since Christmas 
cf 
the 
past year be bad been an invalid, 
being unable to leave bis home on 
East Fifth street only at intervals, 
and then only when accompanied bv 
some one to give him every possible 
attention. 
Mr. Sangree was born in Mountjoy, 
Lancaster county, Pa., January 28, 
1845. 
He attended school in Pennsyl­ 
vania, and on reaching young man­ 
hood, after graduation from Dickin­ 
son’s seminary at Williamsport, Pa., 
taught school for a number of years. 
He 
read 
law 
with the firm of 
Scott. Brown & Bailey in Hunting­ 
don, Pa , where he was admitted to 
the bar in 1867. 
Afterward he start­ 
ed westward 
and 
located 
in 
the 
“Queen of the Prairies,” then a thriv­ 
ing and promising Central Missouri 
town, in 1869. 
During the years of 1.875, 1876, 1878 
and 1882 he served Sedalia as city at­ 
torney and counselor, which was the 
only official public position be ever 
held. 
During the thirty years part­ 
nership with Judge Lamm Mr. San­ 
gree gained what was regarded as 
wonderful success, and w’as univer­ 
sally conceded lo be one of Missouri’s 
ablest, lawyers. 
Mr. 
Sangree 
was 
Hie 
especial 
friend of young law’yers, and was 
never happier than when assisting 
them In their profession. 
He never 
missed an opportunity to provide law 
hooks that would prove beneficial in 
their calling, and many 
who 
now 
have splendid standing in the bar of 
Missouri owe not a little to this good 
man. 
Mr. Sangree during his entire life­ 
time was a republican, and for many 
years w’as chairman of the congres­ 
sional committee in the Seventh dis­ 
trict. 
Several times be also served 
as a member of the 
Pettis 
county 
central committee. 
He was a model 
citizen in all that the term implies, 
and it may truthfully be said that a 
good man bas been called to his re­ 
ward.
